MORE COMPLICATIUNS. 

Free Flebt Between French and Newfoundland 
Fishermen Over the Right to Take Bait. 

NiAv YouK, June 21. — ^Tho Herald's 
special fiom Bay St. George, Newfound- 
land, gives an account of the disturbances 
which occurred Wednesday lust at Broml 
Cove, Port Au Port, botwoeu French and 
Netvfoundland fishermen.

The Xewfoiimli.iiulci s and .A inerieans got 
into the cove lirst, and their nets took about 
all of the idioiee places for citchiug siiiiill 
bait li.ih. When the French Kchooncrti came 
in 1 1 leir 111 asters ordered the Newfoimd landers 
I (I take up tlieir nets immediately, resting 
I Inirorder on the treaty which gives the 
Firm b priority rights to shore lishiiig. The 
New luuiidhinder- refused to oliey, and the 
Fl ench made an attack on tlicir doiys ami 
endeavored to drive tbem aw,.y. After a 
lively light, in which eluas, oacs, boat liook.s 
and similar weapons were freely used, the 
French wete conipellod te retreat. No one 
was killi.'d or fatally woumlud, but tbeie 
were maiij' broken bones and a mitiiber of 
Im.IIv 1m , lien sailors. When the news 
rcaciied I'ay .St. (icorge, two French men- 
of-war aud one Kritish oruiaor sailed for 
Port au Port, and if is thought there will 
bo no turther trouble. Fishermen wdio 
brought the news differ as to whollier the 
A mci icans took part in tho fight. One says 
lliey helped the British to beat the French; 
another says they took no part iu the fight. 

Halifax, June 21.— The cruiser Aeadid, 
of the fisliorios protection service, sailed to- 
day for the fishing grounds.

The Present Day Desire for Display 
in Every Branch of Busiuess, 
as Well as Life. 



Tlie Taste that Slioiild be Cultivated 
and tliat whicli siiould be Avoided 
iu Window Dressing. 



The ruling desire of tlio sliop keeper now- 
a-duys is to cutch the public eye tia easily 
and effectively as possible; u, desire which 
finds vent iu inaay ways, iva different as 
tbey are numerous. Tho x3''i°'^>P'^I> "■^^ 
reaUty tho best mode is hy extensive und 
judicious advertising, but behind adver- 
tising tlicrc must be sound judgment, n, 
thorough Unou ledge of the public tiistc and 
what they ro<iuire. Without this, adver- 
tising is us ineffectual as cannon- 
ading a fortress with blank cartridge 
Unless the public are touched, hit, there 
will be no good gained by deafening them 
vith sound. So that it can be readily seen 
that something else must bn done to assist 
advertising; and this sometliiug else sug- 
gests itself Id an ability aad taste in dis- 
playing waj:es to the best advantage and iu 
the most enticing manner. An extreme may 
be reuched in either direction; there may be 
too much display, and there may 
readily be too little. What is most advan- 
tiigeous ia a medium that is not a medium, 
a. profusion that is not satiating to the tust* 
and u spiiriugness which will rather point 
to better things in the background than any 
semblance of limited stock. In no business 
ia the risk ot over or under-doing this dis- 
play so inmiincnt nnd diflicidt to nvoid as 
tluit of the retail dry ^oods. The multipli- 
city 'if colors and tiie positively iinuuner- 
abie|d .'sigus at the command of the BiilesMiaii 
make his ])rofession a bewildering n\ay.e to 
the uninitiated, eomnionly called the pul)- 
lic. The present age is one of display in 
evuiy iluparlment of life; it niaui- 
feata itbeU iu all stages and at all 
points; but perhaps the eriti i ia by which this 
spirit is actuated is tlie iv inilnu- dressing of 
the nioileru mern'iant. li has been devel- 
oped and cultiv.ited till it lias reacLed tho 
ucine of perfection and I '-conic, not ainijily 
uii art, but a science. Art i-s tree to foa.ni 
whi ru fancy ■wills; scicncu is liorerned by 
laws and rules. Take tli^s e.xaniple 
cited — the retail dry goods. In 
this lmi;ne=i"i window ilVos-sing has be- 
come a ili'partment in itself iu the 
large establishments, and even in the 
small houses one or nioic persons are 
delegated to this particular <luty. Usually 
these gentlemen have been truLued specially 
for this, but it more often huppcus that the 
possession of taste and a good knowledge of 
tho delicate effect of colors are primary 
qualifications; indeed they are indispensable. 
IToticing an. extremely well dressed window 
Yesterday, and being struck with 
the elegance of display, the quiet 
but sweet harmony of color, and the 
unquestionable beauty of its tout ensemble, 
a reporter ventured to enter and enquire f«r 
the gentleman who executed the work. He 
came forward and engaged in conversKtion 
with the siMibe; the subject under considera- 
tion natiually enough falling on window 
dressing. 

"Are you governed liy any specillc rules 
in window dn'ssiiig ?" u as tlio lirat (|uea- 
tioii. 

Xo ; for myself I may say that sonietimes 
I have not the slightest idea what 1 shall 
j)Ut into the window. Of course, one must 
bi; governed liy two lliiiiujs, the goods at 
disposal and oiic;'s own taste. For instance, 
placing fancy goods in too marked contrast 
to plain ones is bad taste, although an opjio- 
site should' always 1)0 aimed at. One must 
allow up the other, but (iiiietly; and they 
must not bo too far away from eai'li ollicf, 
or thoy weaken the ell'cct. Thus you 
couldn't place a bright ])inli against a dark 
green, you must bleml the calors. Invari- 
ably you must lit up tho hack ground of 
your window with light shades, hu,T curtains 
or such; ihu-k sjioils the eli'cct of tile rest of 
tho display, because no reflection is east anil 
the person outside has to strain the eyes to 
see what is in the window, tiilks anil laces 
make the lightest as well as the richest 
window, with lace coverlets aiui 
open work as dressing. The prin- 
ofpal feature with displaying laces 
.is in drapery i a. light graceful fall 
lias a beautiful effect. Some people in dres- 
sing a window seeiu to want to show all 
their goods; this is a mistake, taste and 
jtidicious selection are far more advantage- 
ous than stuffcrl, packed and overcrowded 
windows. .Millinery and light goods great- 
ly enhance tho beauty of a window, 

Summer windows are always prettier and 
nicer than winter windows, Ijccauae thi^re is 
more variety of color to select from ; but 
you can make a very nice window for gas- 
light display about Christinas wlien evening 
dress goods are hugely shown. 

Not a small loss occurs in this btisiness 
through the go^^ds fading from exposure. 
Tho window, therefore, has to be changed 
twice and sometimes three times a week, 
thus throwing a large amount of plotting 
and planning on tlio window dresser.

BY-LAW, 

To provide for tlio nmiutonaiico and caro of 
Public Parka, Squares and Grounds, 



BE IT ENACTED, BY THE MAYOR AND 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 

Victorin, .is followa :— 

(1.) The Park Coiiiniittee shall have the care 
and laislody of all tho public squares, parks 
and urouiiils lieloDBint; to tlio city, subject tO 
all .such liy law.s a.s ir.ay from time to time bo 
passed by tho said Council. 
' (2.) It shall bo lavrful for any police ofiloor, 
constable, caretaker, or other person duly 
authorized by tho mayor or any nldcrninn of 
the said city, to exclude from the said public 
squares, parks and Krounds, all drunken or 
lllthy perjon.s, vaKrants and notoriously had 
ehai aet ers, and to remove tliercfrom any person 
who ia violating any bydnwof the City Council, 
or is eoniniittini; any nuisance, or is guilty of 
any disorderly conduct therein. 

(3.) No person shall ride or drive any horse 
upon or through any of tho public .squares, 
parks or public grounds, at any immoderate 
rate, or so as to incommodo or intorfcro with, 
or endanger other parties freiiuentinf,' the name. 

(I.) No person shall ride or drive any aiiinial 
or vehicle on any turf or preen sward in any 
of the parks or siinarcs, nor in any part thereof 
other than in the roads set apart as carriage 
drive.s. 

No person shall be allnwc;! to use tho 
roads in any of tlio said pub.io squares, parks 
and grounds, for the purpose of toaminK or 
carting heavy loads over or upon tho same.

AN ANSWJili AT LAHV. 

Whil^ the election was in progress tlio 
Times more than once told ua that tlio 
stand we took with respect to siriglo tjix 
showed that we had given up all hope of 
gett'iig tlio workingnien's vdte. From 
this, cf course, wo coiicluded tliiit our 
Cdiitoniporaiy knew exiictly how tho 
worliiiigiiioii thouLilit and felt on that 
subjoot. So, when tho election was over, 
■HU asked it in a noighhorly way to in- 
form us whether or nob the workingtnen 
of this city are in favor of singlo tax, as 
set fortli in tho works of Henry George. 
The Times at first evaded the question 
but, on Friday, it answers plainlj' tliat it 
dioesn't know. Tiiis is precisely as wo 
thought. The asamnption of superior 
knowledge while tho election was going 
on was a more pretence. We heliove 
that the workinginen of this city are too 
thoughtful and too hcjiiost to bo led away 
hy tho plausible .spoeclics (jf a few vision- 
aries, who imagine that because their fel- 
low workmen listen to them with pa- 
tience they have beeomo converts to their 
theories. But we have more faith in the 
sterling honesty and good sense of our 
countrymen than to believe that 
any considerable number of them 
would acce])t a schemo of alleged re- 
form that is based upon robbery. Tho 
singlo-tax advocates, we notice, kept the 
true nature of their schemo carefully 
concealed. They led their hearers to be- 
lieve that it meant only a modification of 
tho system of taxation that how obtains — 
a .system that it is devised for the pur- 
pose of preventing men keeping unim- 
proved land out of the market with tho 
view of obtaining for it a higher price. 
Bolioving this to bo what singio tax 
means, aomo working men have favored 
it, but when tliey came to find out that 
it means taking from every man hi.s lot 
and preventing an)- one over be- 
coming a land owner, they would 
give it no countenance. Because wo 
stated plainly what the main object of 
the advocates of single tax is, wo have 
brought down upon our heads the wrath 
of the apostles of plunder. They arc 
angry at being unmasked. We are rather 
pleased to see them raging, for tho howls 
they utter show that we have hit^tlieni 
hard. 

The Timed, too, which gave the singlo 
tax advocates all 'bo c luuteiiaiice it 
dared, shows .s gn.s of .i riisi>osition to 
retraco its steps and tn icLuni to the 
gdo'l old paths, and we think that it will 
be a long time before Messrs. Beaven and 
Giinit will again sit at the feet of the 
apostles of single tax, pretending to be 
edified by their initructiuns, or try to 
convince them that they were almost 
persuaded to accept the gosipel of Henry 
George. 

THE UPFOSITION'S FOLWY. 

We would like the Times to point ont 
to us which of the men, who have been 
elected as independent members, has 
accepted the one plank of the Opposition 
platform which Mr. Beaven can claim as 
his peculiar property. The Leader of the 
Opposition's railway policy is hia own. 
His follower.^ liavo, we jiresume, accepted 
it. It lia.s nut yel, any rate, been 
repudiated by any one (jt his corpimil s ^ 
guard of folliiwiM.;. 'i'iiis iiolicy is to 
make the ( loverjini'-nt a Ijuilder and an | 
operator of railways. Ilewcjuld not give j 
to a railway company a singlo acre of j 
land, or any interest in what the land j 
pi'oduces or contains. When a railway j 
is to be built the fiovernnieut is i 
to build it. It is tn rai.se all the money i 
that is nooded on tho cn.'dit of the jiro- | 
vinoo. The men who are to build the j 
railroads are to be (iovornment contrac- 
tors, and tho men who are to work 
them (iovornment ollicial.s. If tin: (iov- 
erniuent i.s too ]ioor to huild the roads 
needed, if it cannot raise the money that 
their construction requires, the country is 
to do without railroads. Private com- 
panies are, we presume, to be permitted 
to build railroads in the province, but it 
must bo solely out of their own resources. 
Tiie' Government will, perhaps, give 
them tho right of way through public 
lands without charge, but Mr. Beaven 
said nothing about this. What ho did 
say was that tho land was to be kept 
for tho people, and that none of it 
was tf) bo given to tho railway eom- 
])anies. Has any independent member 
exproBHod hi.s williiignes.s to accept this 
foaturo of tho Opposition policy ? Tho 
man who has done so may fairly bo 
claimed by the Opposition, This railway 
policy is no unimportant matter and 
cannot bo included in the Bubjects that 



are common to tho platforms of the 
Opposition and tho Government. It is a 
distinctive policy and is opposed to tho 
policy established by the Government. 
It may therefore bO; taken as a fair test 
to distinguish between a supportar of tho 
Govornment and a supporter of tho 
Opposition. Lot our contouiporary go 
over tho list of members returned and 
oiKiuiro how many of them are ready 
to adopt tho Leader of the Opposition's 
railway policy. Those who express 
approval of it may be set dovyn as fol- 
lowers of the Hon. Mr. Beaven, and no 
others. We venture to say that tho 
journal or the politician who applies thi.s 
test to the "members-elect will have very 
littlo diflSoulty, indeed, when the business 
is done, in adding up the Opposition 
column. 

It is not hard to aeo what would 
happen if a majority had been ro'urned 
to carry out Mr. Boaven's policy. Either 
no railroads would bo built at all, and tho 
province would remain, as long as tho 
Beaven party were in power, at a stand- 
si ill, or the Government in the attonipt 
to build railways, would plunge tho i>ro- 
vinco hopelessly in debt. Between tho 
l)olicy of doing nothing and tho policy of 
wasteful and useless exjiendituro it i.s 
easy to guess which Mr. I'x'avoii would 
choose, and the province would stick in 
the mud as long as his administration 
lasted. 



THE ENOLISII SITUATION, 

The I'.ritish (iovornuient is still in 
dilliculties. It has, it is true, settled the 
Kast African dispute satisfactorily. 
Stanley, who is rather difficult to please 
in matters in which the disposition of 
African territory is concerned, is highly 
pleased with the arrangement which Lord 
Salisbury has mailo with Ucrmany.

NEWFOUNDLAND IN ENGLAND. 

The people of England aro at last be- 
ginning t(; aeo that tho Newfoundland 
dilliculty is a very serious one. Even 
well informed people in Great; Btitain, 
until very lately, thought that the' New- 
foundland difficulty was a mere local dis- 
turbance in which ' molehills were mag- 
nified into mountains. But their eyes 
have been opened. They seo that the 
people of Newfoundland have, indeed, 
sotnething to complain of, and that un- 
less some way of settling thoir grievance 
is soon found, conacciuences of tho grav- 
est nature may ensue. It is known in 
Great Britain now that every province in 
tho Dominion of Canada is in sympathy 
with the people of Newfoundland, that 
tho general impression is that the en- 
croachments of the French are wholly 
unjustifiable, and that Great Britain 
shoul:! firmly insist upon a aettleuiei'.t in 
strict accordance with tho tornis of the 
treaties, under which French lishernion 
are allowed to land and euro their /iali on 
the shores of Newfoundland. 

Tho Canadian ( Ja/.ette, some litllo time 
ago, being under an erroneous impression 
us to tho nature of the matter complaiflbd 
of by tho Newfoundlanders and the inter- 
ests and extent of the agitation in their 
Colony, contained some remarks that the 
coloni.sts considered calculated to injure 
tlieir cause in (ireat Britain. In its i.vsuo 
of May ;J()th it makes tliu following 
retraction: — 

'I'lie ;ig[t.ation in Newfoundland is, in 
deeil, a national agitation if over there 
was one. W e say ihis the more emphati- 
cally at the present moment because some 
Newfoundland journals have, we observe, 
put an e.\.aggerated constructi ii upon 
some casual cnunai'nts ui;ulo in our col- 
uuiu.s on this iminl, .i few weeks back.

But this reproach is nothing like the 
odium which the Government would have 
brought on itself by an attempt to sottio 
tho Irish Land Question by moans that 
did nt.t moot with the approval of either 
the peo])le of Groat Britain or tho people 
of Ireland. A British (iovornment does 
not lower itself very much in jiopular 
esteem by dropping a measure which is 
found to be distasteful to tho majority of 
the nation. Mr. Balfour's Bill was con- 
sidered by competent men to be an hon- 
est and an able attempt to solve a most 
difficult problem. That he has not been 
allowed to carry out his experiincrit is 
not his fault. It is quite likely that it is 
his critics who are mistaken and not he. 
Indeed, as he has studied the subject 
most carefully, and has bad the benefit of 
tho best advice, the probability ia that if 
his Land Purchase Bill had become law 
it would have worked well and have done 
very much to allay discontent in Ireland. 
At any rate, there are many who 
are dis|)osed to give him the benefit of 
the doubt. Mr. Balfour has of late 
shown himself to be a very able man, 
who heartily desires to impri'Vo the con- 
dition of tho people of Ireland. Hi."! c<ni- 
duct has been such as to extort the ad- 
miration of oven bitter o[>puuent.s. They 
tuiw give him credit fur l)iith ability aMd 
sincerity. Wlion he i:i -t- lu'caniu Secre- 
tary for Ireland they ! •i;-ry declared that 
he ]i(is30SBed neither ihu one nor the 



successful attempt be made t(j ternnnatu 
a state of things which, unh ss dealt with 
resolutely and promptly, must bring n s 
face to face with the loss of our oldest 
Colony, or tho possibility of open war 
with a friendly power. 

Colonists arc continually complaining 
that the pooj)le of England know very 
little about their afl'airs and care less. 
There is, perhajis, some ground I'ur this 
complaint. It ndght bo supposed that if 
there is any newspaper in Great Britain 
that should be well informed on every- 
thing that is going on in British America 
it is the Canadian Gazette, which 
haa been est^ablished for tho express 
purj>ose of diffusing exact information in 
the Old Country respecting (,'anada, of 
which Newfoundland is so near a neigh- 
bor, that intelligent English people, we 
see, believe that it forms jiart of tho 
Doiniinon. But we notice that even the 
Canadian ( iazetle did nut knuw euu'Ugh 
about tho Newfoundland (|ueslirin to pre- 
vent its falling into serious error with re- 
gard to it. What then ia to be expected of 
other British newspapers, to the man- 
agers of which Newfoundland is littlo 
more than a geographical exincssion ?

Several witnesses 
weir i xMiiinud, who.su evideiico wont to 
sliotv liiat the man was a Chinaman anil 
that lie had been employed as 
charged. A second eme wus also pro- 
ceeded with tho party being Toong, 
another Cliinamen. Cniisidcrablo aiscusainii 
ensued as to whether or not the parties were 
Chinamon or eoiihl he eousidered as suoli, 
both of them being liritisli subjects, Toong 
having been horn in British Hong Kong, 
ami, as ho said, belonging to the British 
(jueeii, and not, to tho Chinese emperor. 

After considerable argument, Mr. Luxton 
contiuided tha£ tho act ol tho British Cn- 
lumbiu legislature WUS unconstitutional, be- 
cause it logislated on trade and of)iii- 
merce', interfered with the treaties between 
Great Britain and China, and legislated as 
to aliens as well as questions of common 
law, which were utterly vires of the legis- 
lature oi British Columbia. The magistrate 
dismissed the informations, holding that the 
case was beyond his jurisdiction. 



"OUR SAUCY SHIP'S A UE.AUTi'. 

II. .M. S. Aiiiphloii Win Nut l.i'iivo this Station 
Tin iho .\nlval of the Warsplte. 

One of the benefits gained by "landsmen" 
din ing the Ainphioii's long spell in dock at 
l''si|iiiiiialt, was the opportunity of obtain 
iiig a iiure intimate knowdedge of tho 
littings and furnishings of a Ihitisli man of- 
war. Kven the most intense lover of |)eacc 
will take u morbiil delight in looking duwii 
the shining bore of a ship's gun, and adiiiir- 
iug, with awe, its ileadly machinery. Not 
often does this opportunity occur, so that 
w lien II. iM. .S. Aiiipliion was so generously 
thrown open to tho public by Captnin IIul- 
ton, the opportunity was largely availed of. 
Not only citizens and visitors irom the sur- 
rounding coiintrj", but lUimbers of tourists 
liavi! visited the ship and have been veiy 
courteouslj' received on every occasion. 
This might not have been done had the com- 
miiuder not chnseii. Tho dock is one-fourth 
tho property of the linpci iiil (iovernnieiit 
und three-fourths of the Dominiim Govern- 
ment. Ill the arrangements it is stipulated 
that, a naval vessel, requiring to be 
docked for any purpusc, has tho preference 
over all others, she paying all 
working expenses in connection with the 
dock, wdiioli with its entire stall' is under 
the jurisdiction of the captain of tho man- 
of-war during her stay in dock. When she 
leaves, tho dock master, Gaptaiu Devereux, 
re-ussunies commaiul. It is by the order of 
the latter that the notice "No admission 
except on business" is put up, and of course 
this is perfectly juatiliahlo aa the piiblio 
have no more right there than in any pri- 
vate corporatioirs premises. 

Ill jn.?ticc, as well as grateful acknow- 
ledgement to Captain Hnlton for his in- 
x'uriablecourtesy, it is but stating the truth to 
say that he did not enforce this notice; and 
when the work necessitated the exclusion 
of visitors, due notice was given of the fact 
through the press, und for how long, in 
order not to disappoint visitors. 

.Ships' companies arc very particular 
about Ihe appearance of their ship, but not 
withstanding the interruption of routine 
work, and the trouble caused by the 
visitors, the ollicers and men never 
conipluiiied ; on the contrary they 
were ever courteous and cheerful to visitors 
in explaining the ship's workings. Tlii-^ 
was done amid all the bustle of the huge re- 
pairing work, and not one sightseer ol the 
thousands wdio went over the ship got hurt 
in the slightest degree. 

The behavior of Captain llutton's erew 
on shore was orderlj- and polite, as w hen 
acting under the olliccr of the watch on 
board. .N'ot a comphdnt was maile by the 
citizens against t hem for even Ihe cominoii 
oli'enecs of naval sailors. The men on shore 
were, as a rule, ;'ol)er, intelligent and ex- 
ceedingly woll licliavcd; in slim t, it is no 
exaggeration to say that the .Vmphion's 
captain and crew, like the "Pinafore," are 
a model captain und crew. 

The Arnphion will remain on this station 
till the arrival of the Warspite, so that the 
familiar, welcome faces of her oiricers and 
men, all jolly good fellows, will be seen 
among us for some time yet; probably till the 
end of July.

The right window represents the Virgin, 
— Jcseph in tho back ground— with the 
biibe in her arms receiving tho gifts of tlio 
wise men of the lHast which they oflor 
richly chased chalices, the senior among 
them bowing on hia knees in the attitude 
of devotion ; but with a fur oil" expression 
in hia eyes, us it were anticipating the bene 
fits to the iiumaii race and the glories that 
should follow. All the [lersonuges, .t re richly 
attired, in lOastern costume, uu Oriental air 
liervadiiig all the scenes, lieiieath is tlio 
following inscription, in illuminated text, 
"Sacred to the memory of Robert Duns- 
imiir; born August .'il, LSM; died April I'J, 
ISS!). " The rose window above has us its 
centre piece tlie face of .St. Andrew, while 
turning towards him are eight unguis, four 
wdtli harps and four with trumpets.

During tlio liiat few weoka, iiiiiuy of tho 
cliurcli orgiiniwitioD.s in tlio Dominion 
liiivo been holding tlieir synods, confor- 
enccB, aBsoniblies; annual ipeotings, etc., 
sincl liy all of them Uie Rtosb satigfactory 
progress lias been noted. 
■\ pbesbytbiuAk. 

The ProBhyterian 'General Assembly 
■recently met in Ottawa, when it was 
:Rhawn that there were under its control 
about 2,000 confi^regations and mission 
stations, with between 150,000 and 200,- 
OOO comniunieants, tho attoiidants upon 
Sunday scliool being upwards of 120,000, 
and tho total revoiuie of tho church over 
$2,000,000. Tho work in Canada is 
managed by sessions, which conduct tho 
l)usiness of congregations; Presbyteries; 
Synods and the (Joiioral Assoiiibl3', to 
whicli h\y and clerical conniiisHioners are 
sent by all the Presbyteries, tho Assembly 
being the highest court of appeal. As an 
educational factor, both here and on tlio 
other side tho Atlantic, tlio Presbyterian 
<;hurch has been very prominent, 
laying great stress ujion higher education. 
The colleges under its control are : 
Qiu'cp's. Kinu.ston, with Paculties in 
Arts, Law, Theology, Science, and Medi- 
cine; Knox College, Toronto, with a 
Theological Faculty; Presbyterian Col- 
lege, Montreal, Theological; Presbyterian 
College, Halifax ; Manitoba College, 
VViiiuipeK i Morin College, Quebec; and, 
iiesides, several ladies colleges. 

Tho Church in Canada supports be- 
tween 800 and 900 mission stations, 
which raised for tlio support of church 
■ordinances over §50,000. In Manitoba 
.and the North West tho number of con- 
gregations and mission stations increased 
from 9 in 1871 to 473 in 188!) ; tho num- 
ber of families from 189 to 6,797; the 
number of communicants from — to 7,677; 
tho number of churches from to 123. 
Ill tho New Hebrides 1(! workers are 
eni|il"yi'd; six in Trinidad ; twenty-three 
in the North-West among tho Indians ; 
four .Ministerial and fifty native workers 
in Fonucis,;; nine missionaries in Houan, 
•China, and seventy-three workers in the 
Indian field, with centres at ludoro, 
Nilion, Nceiiiuoh, Oojain and Ruttaiii. 
The Woman 's.Foreign Missionary Society, 
in v.nniicctioii with tho Foreign work was 
organized in 1877. At tho close of that 
year there were eigbteon auxiliaries, 
three Mission Bands, .ind contributions 
amounting to §1005. In 1800, there 
.are 437 auxiliaries, 176 bands, 25 presby- 
terial societies and an' annual income of 
;«31,10f5.59. 

In October, 1889, tho number of or- 
■dnined missionaries in foreign Holds was 
twcntj'-two, exclusivo of twenty Canadian 
lady inissiouarics and a stall' of native 
assistants — catechist^, teachers, bible 
readers, colporteurs, etc., to the number 
of 235. The number of communicants 
reclaimed from heathenism was 3,500, 
3,000 young [lersons receiving instruction 
ill day schools, Sunday Schools and bible 
.olasset. 

CHURCH OF ENOl-AND. 

An important gathering is to be 
"held in Winnipeg, August 15, to frame a 
; scheme for the consolidation of the 
Church of England in Canada. Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward 
Lshiiid, Ontario and Quebec, comprising 
eight dioce.scs, form tho Piovincial Synod 
of°Caiiada, presided tiver by the Metro- 
politan, the ])re3enfc P.ishnp of Frederic- 
ton. Manitoba and tho Northwest Terri- 
t- irios, includiiu: Athabasca, the iMackeni'.ie 
Uiver and Moosonee districts form 
another jurisdiction, comprising seven 
dioceses, presided over by tho Mctroiioli- 
t:iii of lluiiert's Land, Bishop Machray, 
■ ot 'Winnipeg. British Columbia, with 
three dioceses, fi.nn.s ancither jnri.sdiction. 
"The above ecclesiastical provinces are 
separate and independent, and it is now 
4>roposed that, following the line of [loli- 
tical union, they shall become ecclesiasti- 
cally united. Ile[)rescntative3 from every 
diocese iu tho Dominion have been invit- 
ed t" moot in Wiiiniiieg in August, when 
the Provincial Synod of Rupert's Land 
will be in session, to d a ba.sis of 
union and to frame ii scb"ii '■> be sub- 
mitted for ratiticaticiu ; ■ ■ u di.ieesan 
synod inthe DDininiiui. ■ piovin.-ial 
.synods will probably l.o . • uiied, and 
<jver them it is p' v '.'d to have 
.a general or l)oiniiii<ji. .lyiioil iiieotiiig 
ovi'iy four or liv(! yi-ai-s, unnipns./d lif all 
■the bishops in Canada with repiLsentativu 
clergy and laity from tlioprovincialsynods, 
presided over by a primate, chosen from 
tho metropolitans. It is understoud that 
the bishops of Toronto, Huron, New 
Wi!stniiiister, and tho coadjutor bishop of 
Fredericton will, iiinung others, be in 
attendance. 

METIIOOKST. 

The various annual conferences of the 
MethodiMt church have discn.saed a variety 
of important toi)ics upnn which they h.iw. 
rendered deliverances. These- -at; least 
airae of thorn-will have voiitilation .it 
the general conforenco which meets in 
Montreal in September. Ainong iliem 
may bo mentioned tho establishim nt oi 
an order of deaconesses, an increa^se in 
the privileges, jiowers and prerogatives i i 
laymen, and an c::ienKion of tho tiniu of 
.the itinerancy. Educational (piestions — 
particularly in tho province of (Quebec 
may come up, and tho iiuestiou of ec- 
clesiastical precedence will, in all likeli- 
hood, bo revived. 

UKFOUMKII l.l'ISCOrAI.. 
The lleformod Episcopal churcli held 
it annual synod ni Monlroal, under the 
presidency of Bishop at which 
considerable revisions and ameiidinents 
wore made to tho ritual, and other iiii- 
uortant business was trauBiicted. The 
report on tho state of the church dwell 
with thankfulness upon the prosperity 
which had marked tho church during the 
vear; and amongst tho reeonimendations 
made was one to the eflect that all church 
Uroperty should 'bo. vested m the 
Lnod ii.order to prevent their ahonaJ>ou 
fir other" purpooea, as had been 



attempted in more than one instance. 

K0MA.\ cathomc. 
Cardinal Newman, now in his ninetieth 
year, was able on White-Monday to at- 
tend mass at the Oratory, Birmingham, 
the occasion being the feast of St. I'liilip 
Neri. By St IMiiliiiNori tho lirst (u-atory 
was established, and the society known 
as the Congregation of the Oratory was 
(U'ganized under the permission of a bull 
dated .July 15, ir;75. The English house 
was founded in 1817, and owes its celeb- 
rity to its being tho place sclcetod by 
Cardinal Newman for bis abode after his 
submission to the Roman Catholic chutch. 
The crowded attondanco at tlie Oratory 
on Whitmonday is in part attributed to 
the keen desire to see tho venerable Car- 
dinal. Relics ot the patron saint are in 
tho possession of tho community at Edg- 
baston, and it is stated in a local account 
of tho service that these were "ex- 
posed for veneration at tho bottom of tho 
chancel stops, and were surrounded by 
clioico (lowers and candles." Baiinora of 
yellow and white satin hearing tho 
wcu'ds; "St. Philip, servant of Cod, pray 
for us!" were suapeuded from the pillars 
of tho church. Cardinal Newman had to 
be supported by two of the clorgy, and 
required several minutes to walk only a 
few yards. His gonullexion at the altar 
was accomplished with groat dilliculty; 
but, notwithstanding these paii fully 
iiianifostod inhrmitius of age, it was ob- 
served that the Cardinal looked well. At 
the close of the service fie was led to the 
centre of the chancel, from which he im- 
parted his blessing to tho congregation. 
"When descending the altar steps," says 
tho account, "ho was compelled to halt 
several times and without the assistance 
of tho acciunpanyiiig jiriests it would have 
been a physical impossibility for ills 
Eminence to have g<jt to or from tho 
church. At the bottom of tho sanctuary 
stejis those present had an excellent view 
of the Cardinal's thoughtful face, upon 
which time and caro have ploughed so 
many furrows; and here he lifted up his 
trembling hand once again iu benedic- 
tion."
